'Despicable' metal thieves take important part of town's past 

HISTORY IS 
DESTROYED 


"DESPICABLE". That is the 
word used to describe 
thieves who stole historic 
factory gates for scrap and 
vandals who damaged its 
war memorial. 

Police are investigating the 
theft of one of the old Alcan 
factory gates, part of the War 
Memorial garden in Southam 
Road, some time before last 
Wednesday. 

And a memorial to workers at 
the factory - a major producer 
of steel during the Second 
World War - has also been 
vandalised. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
said: 'It is despicable that 
anyone should have desecrated 
the Alcan war memorial." 

Sir Tony - who visited the site 
on Saturday - said Standard Life 
had "lamentably failed" to 
preserve its war history. 

He said: "Even before the 
recent theft of the memorial 
gates they had been damaged, 
the sundial had been vandalised 
and the pool at the centre of the 
garden is full of rubbish. 

"This is not just a memorial to 
those who gave their life in the 
Second World War but it is also 
an important part of Banbury 
history."

Police said the gates had 
been removed and parts broken 
off for scrap. 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon also branded the 
vandals "despicable". The 
factory closed in 2007. 

The former Alcan worker 


said: "If the gates have been 
destroyed and these people are 
caught then there is no sentence 
that is strong enough. 

"We are calling on the 
owners to honour their part of 
the bargain and completely 
refurbish this garden and war 
memorial." 

Banbury Civic Society 
chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 


said the group had previously 
raised concerns about the 
security of the gates. 

He said: "Sadly, it seems most 
likely that the gates are now 
probably halfway to China." 

Standard Life is redeveloping 
the site as an industrial estate. 
Head of UK development James 
Stevens said the firm is 
"appalled" by the attacks. 

He said: "We fully appreciate 
the importance of the gates and 
the memorial to the people of 
Banbury and we very much 
hope the police can bring the 
perpetrators of both crimes to 
justice. 

"We are working with our 
insurers to ensure the gates are 
replaced and damage to the 
garden repaired. 

"In addition we will be 
reviewing the security measures 
we have in place in light of the 
recent incidents and will be 
discussing any proposed 
changes with the local council 
in due course." 

PC Daniel Hopkins said: "The 
gates are unique and of historic 
interest to the victim and they 
have been cut up on the floor 
and parts removed for scrap."

PLANS to build a £6m media and motor 
skills facility at Oxford and Cherwell 
Valley College have moved a step closer.

COMMUNITIES in Oxfordshire 
are being urged to be prepare 
for potential future flooding as 
part of a new campaign to 
tackle the problem. 

The Environment Agency 
launched the four-week flood 
awareness campaign, which 
included the official opening of 
a £17m flood alleviation 
scheme at Banbury, on Monday. 

It was the first in a series of 
Oxfordshire events after one of 
the wettest summers on record. 

Each week the Environment 
Agency campaign has a distinct 


theme. In the first week it is 
"damage and safety". 

The Banbury Flood 
Alleviation Scheme began 
operating at the end of last year 
and was officially opened by 
Banbury MP, Sir Tony Baldry. 

The scheme reduces the 
flood risk to more than 440 
homes and 70 business 
premises in the town. 

Other flood-prevention 
schemes are due to be launched 
as part of the campaign, 
including other projects in 
Newbury and East Sussex. 


Peter Quarmby, flood and 
coastal manager at the 
Environment Agency, said: 
"Raising awareness is just one 
of the ways of trying to bring 
home to people why they need 
to accept that flooding can 
happen. 

"And how they can prepare 
for when the worst does 
happen." 

The campaign hopes to 
educate local people on how to 
find out if homes or businesses 
are in a flood risk area; how to 
minimise potential damage to 


properties and what the 
Environment Agency is doing to 
reduce the threat of inland and 
coastal flooding.

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
against "opportunistic and speculative" 
housing plans for Bloxham. 

Bloxham Parish Council said two plans for 
160 homes would "destroy" the village's 
"fragile" infrastructure. 

Signs and posters have gone up around the 
village opposing plans for 75 homes in 
Barford Road and 85 in Milton Road. 

It is the latest move in a Cherwell housing 
row that has led to a raft of controversial 
estate plans. 

Cherwell District Council has earmarked 
housing sites in the hope this will give it 
greater legal powers to refuse other schemes. 

But major plans such as the 1,070 
"Bankside" scheme off Oxford Road have yet 
to be built, leading to it missing a 
Government target. Developers have said 
other sites are vital to drive down house 
prices and provide affordable housing. 

Parish council chairman Dave Chapman 
said: "These developments, if allowed, would 
seriously impact on the nature and character 
of our rural village. 

"They will extend the village residential 
boundary and further encroach into the 
countryside surrounding Bloxham." 

The council said 205 homes have been 
built since 2005 and Bloxham Church of 
England Primary School is full and cannot 
expand. 

"Frequent" powers cuts, poor water 
pressure, flood risk and traffic could be 
exacerbated by the plans, the council fears. 

The district council has yet to make a 
decision on the two plans. 

Gascoigne Way resident, David Yates, 64, 
said: "This will have a major impact on a 
small village. 

"We have shown we are not NIMBYs, we 
have shown are allowed to have some 
development but now is the time for a bit of 
breathing space." 

Peter Frampton, agent for Mintondale 
Developments Ftd, which is behind the 
Milton Road scheme, and Gladman 
Developments, behind the Barford Road, 
were not available for comment. 

The council has to show the Government 
enough homes are being built to meet needs 
for the next five years but Gladman said: 
"There is a substantial under-provision of 
affordable housing." 


"Fortunately, I have found more 
people love it than hate it." 

Many dislike the instrument because 
they have heard it played poorly, he said. 

Dl Duffy said: "The tell-tale signs are it 
will sound screechy, it will be unpleasant 
on the ear and the volume and pitch will 
vary greatly." 

Despite having a "very accommodating 
wife", the dad-of-four says he tends not 
to practise at home and gets a "little bit 
of ribbing" from fellow officers. 

Dl Duffy - whose son Robert, 20, is in 
Afghanistan with the Scots Guards - will 


also lead a 30-strong band of pipers and 
drummers in a further fundraising event 
in London on November 1. 

He is set to perform at a number of 
railway stations in the capital, including 
Marylebone and Paddington, for London 
Poppy Day. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson, The 
Military Wives Choir and Eastenders TV 
stars are also set to appear at city events 
in a bid to raise £750,000 in a day. 

Dl Duffy said of the RBL: "The work 
they do is as powerful and needed as 
ever it has been."

M P receives 
knighthood 
for services

THE MP for Banbury Sir Tony Baldry 
has been knighted by the Prince of 
Wales. 

Sir Tony's honour was announced in the 
Queen's Birthday Honours early this year, 
but he finally accepted the title at a 
ceremony held on Friday. 

The Conservative MP received the 
knighthood from Prince Charles at an 
investiture ceremony at Windsor Castle, 
Berkshire. 

Sir Tony Baldry was given the honour for 
services to political and public life. 

Speaking when the honour was 
announced, he said: "I am very proud to 
have been made a knight, particularly in the 
Birthday Honours of the Queen's Diamond 
Jubilee year.

A SMALL Oxfordshire village is 
to be first in the country to 
have every house connected to 
super-fast broadband. 

Deddington was chosen by British 
Telecom for a pilot scheme that will 
see fibre-optic cables connected to 
each of the 1,400 houses. It is part 
of a £2.6bn plan to introduce fibre- 
optic broadband across the country. 

Currently villagers have 
complained of Internet speeds as 
slow as half a megabit per second, 
way below the national average of 
9mbps. 

But once the service goes live in 
the new year that will jump to a 
maximum of 300mbps. This will 
allow people to download even 
huge files, like high definition 
movies in a matter of minutes. 

BT Openreach engineers have 
been working in the village since 
April and have laid the majority of a 
fibre-optic 'spine' from 
neighbouring Banbury. 

Each fibre-optic cable is thinner 


than a human hair and, unlike 
traditional copper cabling, the speed 
does not reduce with distance. 

Head of the pilot scheme, Steve 
Jones, said: "We have never before 
provided fibre technology to 100 
per cent of properties - to every 
single house." 

There are also plans to roll out 
the technology to the neighbouring 
villages of Clifton, Hempton, 

Barford St Michael and part of 
Aynho. 

Next Generation Access 
managing director Bill Murphy said: 
"Deddington will be in a unique 
position in the country, even in the 
world. It has been put on the fibre 
map." 

Challenges were faced in five 
communities where pavements and 
roads had to be dug up and cable 
routed to isolated properties. 

Simon Baxter, managing director 


of Deddington business Dijon 
Designs, said: "When the school 
kids finish at about 3.30pm, the 
speed here really drops. 

"At times we are lucky to get half 
a megabit. And when we are 
downloading big files, we let all the 
staff know they won't be able to 
send emails for a while. 

"So, if this opportunity hadn't 
come around, we would have had 
to move the business." 

Local resident and parish 
councillor Jim Flux said: "Not only 
will our residents and businesses be 
able to take advantage of ultra-fast 
broadband speeds, but Deddington 
is also helping pave the way for the 
services of the future." 

The Deddington exchange was 
chosen for its size, as it serves 
around 1,400 lines. Householders 
have not been charged for the 
installation but they will have to pay 
once they start using the service. 
They will be able to choose their 
service provider, so do not have to 
use BT.

Accident led to daughter being killed by pensioner's cement truck 


Plea by parents spares 


death driver from jail 


A LORRY driver who killed 
a cyclist in a "terrible 
accident" has been spared 
jail, thanks to a plea from 
his victim's parents. 

Pensioner Stephen Bateman, 
of Astrop Road, Middleton 
Cheney, had admitted causing 
the death of Oxford church 
rector's assistant Joanna 
Braithwaite by careless driving 
in an incident last year. 

But her mother and father 
wrote a letter to the judge 
before the 75-year-old was 
sentenced at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Recorder Harold Persaud, 
sentencing, told Bateman: 

"There is something that has 
impressed me greatly in this 
case and that is the generosity 
Mr and Mrs Braithwaite have 
shown towards you. 

"They have said they do not 
seek retribution. They have also 
recognised how this has affected 
you. 

"They are aware nothing I do 
will bring back their daughter."

Miss Braithwaite, 34, was killed 
on the morning of October 28 
last year when she was run over 
by Bateman's cement mixer, 
which was carrying 13 tonnes of 
cement. 

He had missed a turning to a 
Woodstock Road building site 
and was turning around at the 
Polstead Road junction when 
the accident happened. 

Miss Braithwaite was 
pronounced dead at Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital at about 
10am after suffering multiple 
crush injuries. 

The maximum sentence for 
the charge is five years, but 
Bateman was given an eight- 
month term, suspended for a 


year. Recorder Persaud also 
took into account Bateman's 
clean record and that he was 
the only carer of his partner, 
who recently had a major 
operation. 

The court heard Bateman - 
who had driven lorries for 43 
years - had told police he had 
driven "two million miles" 
without an accident. Miss 
Braithwaite, of Bullingdon 
Road, worked for St AI date's 
Church as a personal assistant 
to the Rev Charlie Cleverly. 

Speaking outside court, her 
parents Paul and Charlotte 
Braithwaite, both 61, said: 
"There is no way to express in 
words our sadness at the death 
of our daughter Joanna. She was 
full of joy and hope, and our 
world is a darker place without 
her. 


"Mr Bateman has pleaded 
guilty to making a less than 
careful manoeuvre, which 
resulted in the death of our 
daughter. We are and have 
always been quite certain that 
he in no way intended to hurt 
her, and so we bear no personal 
grudge towards him. 

"We see no purpose in a man 
of his age being given a 
custodial sentence." 

They thanked family, friends, 
the church, police and the 
prosecution, and made a plea 
for all drivers and cyclists to 
take care. 

Mr Cleverly said: "It says 
everything about their 
generosity and maturity. They 
are an example to us all. 

"It was a terrible accident 
frankly. Justice has been done." 
He said Miss Braithwaite was 


missed "terribly" by the church 
and congregation. 

Charles Ward-Jackson, 
prosecuting, said the lorry's rear 
wheels had caused the fatal 
injury. He said Bateman should 
have seen Miss Braithwaite as 
his lorry had three mirrors on 
the left side of cab and a 
camera on the back. 

He said: "There was no blind 
spot at all." 

Hugh Williams, defending, 
said: "It (the accident) had the 
most tragic consequences, but 
also one with the lowest 
culpabilities." 

Bateman was banned from 
driving for three years and will 
have to take a test before getting 
behind the wheel again. He 
was ordered to carry out 240 
hours of unpaid community 
work and pay £400 costs.

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Second attempt at GCSE exams 


TEENAGERS across 
Oxfordshire are preparing 
for a second attempt at 
gaining a key GCSE pass.

"Most of those who had 
been badly affected are 
really disillusioned with it 
and don't believe it will 
make any difference. 

"It's very frustrating for 
them and it's very 
frustrating for us." 

Another local head 
said: "The re-sit is only a 
good option if you are 
doing A-levels with us, 
but there are a lot of kids 
who now are not doing A- 
levels." 


County council 
education cabinet 
member Melinda Tilley 
said she had feared some 
youngsters would be put 
off carrying on at school 
after failing to gain a C in 
English and said it was 
"terrible" if that was the 


case. 

She said: "I would say 
to them don't give up.

Everybody is 
fighting, including me 
fighting my own 
Government to see sense 
on this. 

"I would encourage 
people to re-sit the exams 
because it's not their 
fault."

A FORMER Edwardian 
school has been converted 
into affordable housing in a 
bid to reduce the district's 
massive waiting list.

Cherwell District Council has 
about 4,000 requests on its 
affordable housing waiting list.

It worked with Paradigm

services, on the scheme. 

Original school features have 
been retained including glass 
windows, exposed internal 
brickwork and entrance signs 
for boys and infants. 


Among those set to move in 
is Maude Richardson, 53, who 
said she wanted to downsize 
from her two-bedroom Bretch 
Hill maisonette to make way for 
a family. 

She said: "I really loved it, it 
is near the town. 

"It is better, I have to walk up 
48 steps to my flat. I only want 
one room for myself. It is like a 
house for a family, not me." 

District council lead member 
for housing Debbie Pickford 
said: "This affordable housing 
scheme is very important in 
meeting the needs of local peo¬ 
ple." 

Paradigm executive director 
of business development 


Andrew Main said: "The old 
school at Dashwood has 
allowed the three partners in 
this project to come together 
and offer much-needed afford¬ 
able accommodation, while 
retaining many of the original 
features." 

County council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for police and policy Kieron 
Mai Ion, welcomed the homes 
for people with learning disabil¬ 
ities. 

He said: "I am sure that hav¬ 
ing their own homes will make 
them very happy and help them 
to live full lives in their local 
community." 

The councils put £200,000 
each towards the scheme. 


Man accused of trying to burn down home 


A BANBURY man threw a Molotov 
cocktail at the family home of his girl¬ 
friend, a court heard on Monday. 

Yisa Hassan-Sule, 28, of Broughton 
Close, is accused of attempting to com¬ 
mit arson with the intent to endanger 
life. 

He also stands accused of the lesser 
charge of attempting to commit arson 
reckless as to whether life would be 
endangered, and affray. 

It is alleged that on December 3 last 
year, Hassan-Sule pursued his then-girl¬ 
friend Alice Greatbatch to her father’s 


home in Balmoral Avenue. The jury at 
Oxford Crown Court heard evidence 
that following a disagreement with her 
family, Hassan-Sule drove away, before 
returning to the house in his car and 
throwing a bottle at an outside wall. 

Nigel Daly, prosecuting, said: “The 
prosecution say that bottle contained 
petrol and that bottle had a wick, prob¬ 
ably made out of a shoelace, which had 
been lit. 

“The common name for such a device 
is a Molotov cocktail or petrol bomb.” 

The jury also heard from his former 


girlfriend, who said she had been “terri¬ 
fied” after arguing with Hassan-Sule 
previously that day. 

She told the court she had been pur¬ 
sued by him to her father’s house, 
where the pair became embroiled in an 
argument. 

Miss Greatbatch said: “My dad 
punched him in the side of the face. 
Yisa was saying he was sorry.” 

Later, when questioned further, she 
added: “They called him a black mon¬ 
key.” 

The trial continues.

'Pay-back' orders 
for rogue traders 


ROGUE traders, who 
conned pensioners out of 
more than £800,000, have 
been told that they will face 
jail unless they pay back part 
of their haul. 

Scott Jackson and Mark 
Shepherd have already 
served their sentences for 
targeting an elderly 
academic and a dementia 
sufferer during a three-year 
scam. 

At Oxford Crown Court 
last week, 45-year-old 
Shepherd, of The Beeches 
Caravan site, Chipping 
Norton, was told to repay 
£50,000 within three months 
or face 18 months in jail. 

His accomplice, Jackson, 
41, from Leicester, has to 
repay a total of £29,000 
within six months or face 12 
months in jail. 

Paul Harrison, 
prosecuting, said: "I think 
we have reached an 


agreement between us." In 
May last year, the pair were 
told to repay these amounts, 
but both the men claimed 
they had replied to the 
Crown court, saying that 
they had no funds. 

Judge Patrick Eccles said: 
"Both defendants have now 
served their sentences. We 
shouldn't be in this 
position." 

In March 2004, the two 
men told a 85-year-old 
dementia sufferer that one 
of her chimneys was tilting 
and some tiles needed 
replacing. 

Over 15 months she paid 
them a total of £364,906 for 
work which should have cost 
just £30,000. 

The following year, an 81- 
year-old retired Oxford 
University academic paid 
£506,880 for building work, 
which was worth no more 
than £55,000.

Councillor: Airport 
idea is 


'daft' 


OXFORD City Council is the 
latest authority to oppose the 
idea of a new airport in 
north-west Oxfordshire. 

At a full meeting of the city 
council, a motion was passed, 
opposing the potential idea of 
building another airport in the 
county to take the pressure off 
Heathrow. The vote received 
cross-party support. 

The move came after 
Government plans were 
announced to provide extra 
landing space for planes, with 
one option being the building of 
a new facility in Oxfordshire or 
Berkshire. 

The Green Party motion was 
backed by Labour councillors, 
but the group and council leader 
Bob Price questioned the need 
for it. 

He said: "I don't think anyone 
ever saw it as a likely way 
forward. An airport in north west 
Oxfordshire has never been seen 
by anyone as a realistic option. 

"Nobody was keen to have it 
for obvious reasons, which is why 
the motion was supported."

He said other options, which 
involved the expansion of other 
airports, should be explored. 

He said: "Everyone I have 
spoken to is unconvinced by the 
arguments for a third runway at 
Heathrow but recognise the need 
for further landing space. 

"They have to look at the 
expansion of existing airports, 
like Birmingham, Stansted, 
Gatwick - all of those would be 
more suitable." 

Green group leader David 
Williams said: "A Heathrow-sized 
airport in Oxfordshire would be a 
disaster. It is unnecessary, 
environmentally damaging, and 
would bring greater pollution and 
disturbance to the area." 

And Lib Dem leader Jean 
Fooks described the idea of 
another airport in Oxfordshire as 
"totally daft". 

She said: "We understand that 
people are going to fly, but we all 
know that a north west 
Oxfordshire airport is not a good 
idea."

A PIONEERING project that 
allows parents to get premature 
babies home more quickly has 
been devised at an Oxfordshire 
hospital. 

Babies born early have problems 
with co-ordinating sucking and 
swallowing, so are fed through a 
nasogastric tube until they can 
manage on their own. 

But experts at John Radcliffe 
Hospital's newborn intensive care 
unit have been teaching parents 
how to use a feeding system to 
allow families to go home earlier. 

The pilot scheme is the only one 
of its kind in the South Central 
region, and is for babies born 
between 28 and 34 weeks. 

Little Poppy Lynch Blosse was 
born nearly seven weeks early. 

Weighing just three pounds and 
15 ounces, it was vital she was fed 
properly as soon as possible. 

But because she was born so 
early, she had not developed the 
suckling reflex and so had to be 
tube-fed. After 10 days in the high 
dependency unit and a further week 
in the low dependency unit, mother 
Kate Lynch Blosse, 29, of Wantage, 
was able to take her daughter home 
thanks to the initiative. 

She said: "Just being home with 
her makes all the difference. 

"I was in hospital with her for a 
week, and then I commuted in for 
ten days. It was an hour-and-a-half

round trip, which was very tiring. 

"Having her back here at home, 
being able to hold her and see her 
when I want, it's so much better." 

Poppy was the first baby to be fed 
under the scheme and was able to 
come off tube feeding within a 
week of being home. Now 15 
weeks old, she is happy and healthy. 

The project is now being 
extended to the Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury. 

Consultant neonatologist Dr Eleri 
Adams is director of the hospital's 
newborn intensive care unit. 

She said: "We don't send the 


babies home until the parents are 
able to manage the feeding 
overnight. The problem with these 
babies is that they don't co-ordinate 
their sucking and swallowing until 
they get a bit older, so sometimes 
we alternate tube feeding with 
sucking feeds. The parents are able 
to take the babies home on a regime 
of tube feeding, so that they are able 
to carry on family life without 
multiple trips to the hospital. 

"Our neonatal outreach nurses 
see them at home on a regular 
basis, and check that they are doing 
well." 


New Thames Valley police 
helicopter service takes off 


THAMES Valley Police has this 
month joined a new joint police 
helicopter service. 

By 2015, the National Police 
Air Service will deliver around- 
the-clock air support to all police 
forces in England and Wales. 

As part of the service, 
Oxfordshire’s police will be sent 
the nearest available helicopter, 
wherever it may be stationed. 

Before, if any of the South 
East Air Support Unit’s 
helicopters were unavailable, 
there was no back-up plan in 
place. 

The new scheme will cost less 
than the previous operation and 
helicopters will be able to reach 
anywhere in the region within 20 
minutes. 

Helicopters will be based at 
RAF Benson, Bournemouth 


Airport and Surrey. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
John Campbell said: “The 
National Police Air Service will 
be a strong, operationally 
resilient service and will come at 
less cost to the taxpayer. 

“Under NPAS, every force will 
have fast and easy access to air 
support, unrestricted by 
geography and, through 
collaboration, even if one 
helicopter is already out on 
deployment, another one will 
always be available. 

“This is another step towards 
a more joined-up approach to 
policing and will ensure 
continuity in the quality of air 
support across all forces.” 

Wiltshire Police is set to be the 
final force to join the NPAS in 
January 2015. 


The price of 
fly tipping 

TAXPAYERS face a £450 bill after 
the remains of a shed, paving slabs 
and tins of old paint were dumped 
in a secluded lane. 

They were left off Overthorpe 
Road, Banbury. 

Cherwell District Council's clean 
and green chief, Nigel Morris, said: 
"Irresponsible contractors might 
save money by not disposing of 
items properly, but all residents in 
the district pay the price. 

"Disposal of building waste ought 
to be carried out by a licensed 
operator, otherwise it could be 
illegal. 

"If someone had employed a 
contractor in good faith to dispose 
of these items, they should let us 
know and they might be able to 
avoid prosecution."

in crisis for 
local farms 


THE summer washout has taken its 
toll on Oxfordshire's wheat 
farmers, with crop yields down by 
nearly a third. 

A heavy rainfall saw county wheat 
yields plummet 20 to 30 per cent, 
compared to a national average decline 
of 14 per cent. 

William Emmett, chairman of the 
National Farmers' Union Berks, Bucks 
and Oxon branch, said: "2012 has been 
a great year in every other respect - 
with the Olympics and the Diamond 
Jubilee - but it has been a tough year 
for farming." 

The rain also damaged the quality of 
grain, attracting lower prices from 
buyers, said Mr Emmett. And more 
heavy rain this month meant planting 
was delayed and would hit quality and 
yields come next year's harvest, he 
warned. 

The British Retail Consortium said 
poor harvests abroad would also push 
up food prices. 

Around 300mm of rain fell between 
June and August in Oxfordshire, 
compared to a previous 30-year average 
of 161mm, the highest since 1912. 

Charles Dingwall said the yields at 
his own Oxfordshire farm were down 
30 per cent. 

He said: "We haven't had a year this 
bad for decades. 

"It has been very poor. We have had 
a reduction in yield but more than that 
the quality of the grain has been very 
poor." 

Profits were down ten per cent for 
Oxfordshire farmer Mike Gooding. He 
said each of his acres produced just a 
tonne of wheat, compared to a tonne 
and a quarter last year. 

He said: "The rain started and hasn't 
stopped. The primary problem has been

during the flowering time. It was so 
cold and wet that there was a lack of 
insect life, and they did not pollinate 
the wheat." 

Local farmer David Keen said low 
sunshine from a "very, very poor 
summer" meant he was now being 
offered £150 for a tonne of wheat, 
instead of last year's £180. 

He said: "My crop was attacked by 
fungal disease, which put added 
pressure on the plants. At the same time 
the plant roots were flooded and 
waterlogged." 

He added: "Almost as big an issue 
now, is what is going to happen next 
year? 

"The weather has been so wet this 
autumn that, so far this season, there is 
not a lot of wheat being planted."

T HE pain of losing a loved 
one leaves an indelible 
mark on the hardest heart. 

Frankenweenie is a charming and 
impeccably crafted stop-motion 
animation about a lonely boy who 
cannot bear the loss of his pet dog. 

So the ingenious tyke re-animates 
the deceased pooch with a lightning 
bolt a la Mary Shelley's 
Frankenstein, blind to the 
repercussions of meddling with 
Mother Nature. 

Writer-director Tim Burton has 
dealt with the pain of grief and 
solitude before, most powerfully in 
Edward Scissorhands - another 
haunting fable about a misfit out of 
step with his off-kilter surroundings. 

Frankenweenie shares the same 
screen heroine, Winona Ryder, and 
the spirit of Edward's creator 
Vincent Price lives on in the 
striking, sculpted features of a high 
school science teacher, whose class 
demonstration with electricity and 
frog's legs sows the seeds of this 
picture's macabre plan. 

Victor Frankenstein (voiced by 
Charlie Tahan) is an outcast in the 
sleepy community of New Holland, 
where he lives with his parents 
(Martin Short, Catherine O'Hara). 

His only friend is the family's bull 
terrier Sparky, who has a crush on 
Persephone, the pampered black 
poodle that lives next door with 
Victor's classmate Elsa Van Helsing 
(Ryder). 


When tragedy strikes and Sparky 
is laid to rest in the pet cemetery, 
Victor is plunged into despair. Then 
teacher Mr Rzykruski (Martin 
Landau) plants the seed of an 
outlandish idea.

THE PITFALLS OF ENDING A TENANCY WHERE THE 
TENANT PAID 6 MONTHS RENT IN ADVANCE 
Section 21 Notices under The Housing Act 1988

When the Tenant pays six months of rent in advance under the fixed 
term Assured Shortall Tenancy (AST), then the notice period required 
using section 21 notice to end the tenancy under any subsequent 
periodic (rolling) AST which subsequently arises will also be for six 
months, regardless of the payment provisions agreed between the 
landlord and the tenant for that periodic AST. 

This can be a significant issue where, because the tenant’s financial 
status is doubtful, the landlord requires the tenant to pay the first 
six months rent in advance. Where this happens and the AST has 
become periodic the landlord will be trapped into having to give a

very long notice period. The tenant will however experience the same 
problem in having to give the same extended notice period if he/she 
wishes to bring his/her periodic AST to an end. 

This problem can be circumvented by simply granting the AST for a 
fixed term of six months plus one week with six months rent being 
payable in advance and the last week’s rent separately. If the AST 
then becomes periodic, the period for which the rent was last paid 
under the fixed term AST will be one week.
